he decided he would invest in 
such a venture. "I got the man- 
ufacturing bug from my grand- 
father," he said. He used to 
make the old Allan plow in 
Newmarket. Maybe some of the 
farmers hereabouts have plowed 
with them./' His father, how- 
over, did not follow up in the 
plow buiiiness. He went into the 
hardware business in Newmar- 
ket. Just about the time Mr. 
Allan was ready to lake hold of 
the business the First World War 
broke out. 

Things w<?re too slow on the 
ground for him in that show 
EO he joined the Royal Flying 
Corps and went to Texas to 
train in 19IC and began to live 
dangerously. So dangerously, 
in fact, that *Hhc old man never 
thought I would come out alive 
and sold the hardware busi- 
ness." When he returned from 
the service ho did a number of 
jobs which he didn't like. With 
assistance from his father, he 
hou{>ht a hardware store in 
ffavclock. then another chance 
buy took him to Campbellford. 
When he ^ot out of a successful 
career us hardware merchant, 
he owned several more stores, 

Mr. Allan found from inquir- 
ing in the United States that 
building cement block silos was 
a good proposition. A large per- 
centage of American farmers 
preferred them to the monolith 
or solid silos seen on the Cana- 
diiin farm scene. For one thing, 
they may ijo dismantled and sold 
at an auction sale. Once you 
put up a solid silo, it stays there 
forovf?r or usually needs a 
charge of dynamite to remove 
it. It has lx?en proven time 



and again a cement block silo 
will come through a barn fire in- 
tact t>ecause the hoops expand 
with the heat and the whole 
silo cools at the same rale, A 
monolith expands only on one 
side and usually cracks. 

He made his silo equipment in 
Campbeliford but not wishing to 
go Into oppr>sition to his friends 
and remembering the inquiries 
from western Ontario, he set out 
to look for a location to bring 
the machinery. He looked all 
over Brantford, Galt» London, 
Ont., Guelph and Kitchener, He 
was just about going to give up 
in Kitchener when it was sug- 
gested he try to buy the old 
Moser barn on the highway. He 
l>ought the hig red barn and set 
up ahop in 1949. Today he says 
of the location, '*lt eouldnH be 
beaten; it is right in the centre 
of the whole farming business 
area of western Ontario." 

The blocks for the silo are ex* 
pertly mathined to fit together 
light. They are about 30 inches 
long and 12 inches wide and 
about two inches thick. They fit 
together in a circle and are 
bound by steel hoops. A door- 
way Is allowed the full height 
of the silo with cement strips 
at Intervals being used for steps. 
A set of steel rungs on the out- 
side allows the farmer to climb 
up to fasten the ensilage cutter 
pipes. A patent American alum- 
inum top is available. 

Only a few of this type have 
been sold in the county- Most 
sales are 100 miles away. But 
neighbors Elmer and Jacob Bru- 
bacher, RR. 4, Kitchener, built 
one in which they have put grass 
Kilage this year and report they 
like it very much. "I saw silos 
liko this built in the United 
States in 1D05. They are still 
in goo<l shape and will look good 
in 2000/' claimed Mr. Allan. He 
added 45 of the 103 they had 
contracted to buiid this season 
were for grass silage. ''1 think 
we will see a lot more slIos on 
the Ontario landscai>e when 
farmer.^ realize that gra.ssTand 
farming Is the coming thing," 
he prcdiclcil.

We were Ihc guests a week 
ago Monday at the Massey- 
Harris farm near MUIiken 
whiiie we were taken on a tour 
of the grounds and shown a 
(Ii;inon3tration of tiio tests to 
which the Masscy- Harris im- 
pk'fiiifa^. are subjected. 

The farm cover:* an area of 
G40 acfw of gradually rolling 
land, lU^iUy MilUkcn loam. It 
was sel up in June, 1950, when 
llif firm completed the pur^ 
cha5<? of nine farms ar parts of 
farfjiii and coa^olidatcd them 
U\i<i orKv , 

WliL-al was sown on 110 acres, 
)ju,skin^ corn on 50 acres, 
spring R£iiin, l&O acres, peas, 
20 acJts, liay and pa.'iture. 175 
,'icrt.>, silage corn. 20 acres, 
sujmatr faiiuw, 10 acres, and 
woodlot, 35 acres. Ajax oats, 
Corncil 505 wheat and Mont- 
calm bijrlfy are grown. 

There is a IfoUtein herd of 
100 anlm^ils and a shorthorn 
Utid is \iein^ established. 
There are some pedigree Suf- 

l/*lk sheep. 

Al the rear of the farm is an 
engineering test track where 
farm implemeiila arc tosted on 
ste^'p hiiL4, rougib ground and

We have a couple of pictures 
on the front page which can be 
variously described as "tiien 
and now" pictures, or "what 
can be done" pictures, or even 
'Tiow limes have changed ' pic- 
tures- We mean the 1910 and 
present day photograplis of 
"Fairy Lake. The picture tak- 
en in 1910 represents a scene 
of pastoral beauty. That of 
1952 is a scene of mud and des- 
olation, 

A comparison of the two pic- 
tures suggests how Fairy Lake 
could be if it were restored to 
its original charm and utmty, 
A comparison also suggests 
how badly we have permitted 
a beauty spot to deteriorate. 
We publish these pictures in 
the hope that they will en- 
courage action in cleaning up 
the pond. Is there any rea- 
son why such a project coutd 

not be uoderUken? Actually, 
Uie first major step has been 
taken in the formation of the 
Holland River Conservation 
Authority- Tiiis agency will 
contributie towards improvbu; 
the flow of water, beautifying 
the stream banks, and reduc- 
ing pollution. 

But while this liasic work 
will be undertaken in time, it 
will depend upon interest in 
Newmarket whether the pond 
will be completely restored. 
Tiie benefits from the Auth- 
ority are incidental to its main 
purpif£iO of water conservation^ 
Matting Fairy l^e a source of 
public pride will rest with the 
energy of public spirited citi- 
zens in Newmarket. 

It seems like a difficult un- 
dertaking. Certainly, it t^ 
hardly one to l>e accomptlslicd 
overnight. Bui if a service 
club were to make the restor- 
ation of Fairy Lake a continu- 
ing project, it would have Uttle 
diffi'^ully enlisting public sup- 
port. All tijat IS needed U an 
agency for action.

PASSING THE BUCK 

There is no virtue wluUever in tiic action of the 
council in ordering^ a vote to be taken on the ciUGstion 
of i-ebuilrfini; Main St Tlie majority of members jnain- 
tain that because the ci>st is so great (NtwrnarkeVs 
share is §105,000) , the public should be consulted. Such 
an argument is utterly fooHsh, Tiiose same members 
of council know that the worf; must be undertaken 
sooner or later, regardless of cost. By refusini,^ to 
make the decision themselves, they have failed to dis- 
charge the responsibilities of the office to which they 
were elected • 

Main St. must be rebuilt and this is tlie most pro- 
pitious time. The county has laid aside its share of the 
cost. Unless those funds are used now there exists 
a strong possibility that N'ewmarket may lose them. 
Kvery year tlunt the work is ftirther delayed means an 
annual maintenance cost to be paid and that cost for 
all practical purposes is wasted money. Every year 
tiie work is i>ostiJoned contributes to an increase in the 
eventual cost. 

Against these facts are pending cusls of a sewage 
disiKJsal plant, and any other heavy administrative costs 
the town many face in the future. These coats will 
contribute heavily to the tax-rate. The decision to re- 
build Main St, rests upon these considerations. By 
deferring that decision to a vote of the people, council 
members have said, in effect, they are incapable of 
making this dccLsion themselves. 

Such a revelation, while commendable for its 
honesty, hardly represents an endoi-sement of council 
ability. It is not an inducement to public confidence 
in council. It is indeed ironical that members of coun- 
cil who favor a public vote believ*^ they are fulfilling 
the requiix^ments of office when in fact, they ai-e show- 
ing thoniselves unworthy of office- 
How wishful is the thinking that niaintaiiLs that 
a public vote will solve all issues, that the will of the 
majority is that touclistone of perfection. How can 
the average ratepayer cast his l>aIlot with any com- 
prehensiion of all the questions involved? A decision 
on Main St. is a highly .^ijcciahzcd decision. It recjuii'ea 
tho measured judgment of jnoml>ers of council who 
have followed the hist'^ry of the street, who are familiar 
will all the impHcatioiis *>f a decision one way or another. 
No number of public meetings to explain the issues, 
no amount of newspaper ^pace can fully acquiiint the 
public with ail the fietails. 

Jt wa.s to inake such decisions thnt members of 
council were elected in the first place. The annual 
ejection wa.s not ao much an endorsement of one policy 
or ajiotlier as it was an expression of confidemu; in the 
abilities of the candidates to deal with tlmse <|uc.stionrt 
as they arose. And Jiow v/e are cojifront<.'il with an ad- 
ijiiusion by a inujority of those same candidates thai 
our cojifidcijctj was iniKjdueed. They are not, iiftz-r all, 
caj>able of lualiing .such decisions. 

THE THINKING OF COUNCIL 

'J'here is ^ome ju.itification for a ptiblic vote when 
a general que.slion of piilicy J*as to lie decided, or where 
there U u deci.sjon ii> be made ouUidr the nonnal 
bound.H uf council jiiri.^djotion. Tim Hoard of Mniu- 
cj)>al Affairs h^is ul^-^o the right Uj order a public vote 
wheji iU healings in^lJcate that there is widespread 
disjigreemeat npoji a jjublic issue wilhin its jurisdiction. 

'I'Jie reljujiding of iMain ^iL. is in nojie of these cat- 
egories. It is purdy an admin Jiitraiive issue. That 
a vot»! should be ordcrL-d on it is in part explained by 
the curioJKs interpretation of the mayor, and some other 
n]cni)ji:rs uf council, of the duties of a nninjcipal ad- 
JiJJnJStrab>r, 

in ji discussion on the subject, rccimled in Inst 
WJ^ek'o liAiiny, the mayoj- renmrked that '*! am arriving 
at a definite opinion that in practice-, if we had Ut tiiko 
the:^e (conjieii) decisiojis to the peojjln, to ask fur a 
vote, taxes would not l>e as iiiglh" 

We que,stion ihe logh; of this conclusion. We think 
that the public, if It had the r>pporlniiity Uf voto on 
many issues lliat coujjcil itself bris ayoidcdf taxes wuuld 
b'l far higher and Nowinarkct would lie farther Along 
the road of progicis than H in. The impllealion nf lh» 
mayor's n^mark in that, the tax|jayerK i»f Newmarket 
mndd rather pay Ic'tj and do without siil^iuiitionL Iwsnis- 
fiU than U) enjoy their present iT^^nefiUi us imperfect 
as they may sonnitinien he» iil Iheir present cmL 

'^^ No taX'payer llkea the present tax^rale. But we 
strongly lioiibl there m u tax -payer who wmild sacrjficn 
the program of jniiniejpal impi'oveinenls that haa been 
grudgingly inltiat^Nl by conncit for thi» aiiving limy 



would represent. They might question the details, but 
we doubt that they would question the total accomplish- 
ment. 

There is another side of the coin. The mayor's 
belief in the validity of public votes on major council 
decisions is but another way of saying that council can 
move no faster nor no faii-her than the majority will 
permit. If indeed this was true, it would be to deny the 
veiy stuff whicli makes for pixigress. How fi'etiuently 
in history are found Instances where the foresight and 
iDitiative of the few have prevailed over the opposi- 
tion of the many to the latter's eventual advantage- 
Indeed, such instances are the stepping stones of man's 
development. 

The major fault of the present council has been 
that it has shunned its responsibility of leadership* It 
has acted only when It was forced to act. At a time 
when vision was wanted, it has been merely adequate to 
the day by day administrative needs. And this, we 
attribute, to tfie belief apparently shared by the major- 
ity of council tliat the best way is the way of the least 
opposition. 

ROAD SIGN 

We are in sympathy with the department of high- 
ways policy if limiting the roadside signs on Yonge St, 
There is nothing so objectionable than the substitution 
of a sign board for tiie natural beauty of the roadside. 
We aj'c out of sympathy with the department, however, 
wiien it displays the narrow kouI apparent in its re- 
fusal to permit Newmarket to erect a sign lj*)ard ad- 
vertising the Ujwn, 

Newmarket is at once the I>imeficiar>^ and the 
victim of iU location, a mile or so east of u through high- 
way. It has not the traffic problem to contend with 
that Hicluiiond Hill or Aurora have, with a through 
highway ;ts a main street. But by being to one side of 
the highway, it i-cmaiits in comparative obscurity. AH 
Yonge St. travellers are familiar with Aurora an*! Uich- 
mond Hill. Surprisingly few can place Newmarket, and 
the town has lost much as a result- 
When Councillor Charles Boyd undertook the erec- 
tion of a sign on Yonge St. drawing attention to New- 
nnirkot, he was told by the department of highways 
that Yonge St. wiis a restricted highway and such a 
sign must Ijo a quarter of a mile off the roadside. At 
sncij a distance, it would serve little practical purpose. 
tf the dejnntmeni had jnominent signs, Newmarket 
couhl reconcile itscll' to a comL>romise. Hut Ihe depart- 
ment signs s^ty nothing except to point the direction of 
the towJL 

One pui'po.se of the road sign for Newmarket was 
to (\iiiVi attention Ui tho history of the nuniioipality, a 
history which ha«s i-crtnin tics wilh t)u^ honu's of many 
Americans on Yongu SI, Tho government wants to en- 
coiirage toniisls. Ti)urists want to ^eo historical sites. 
The deparlment uf highways jnohibils the advertise- 
ment of tfutse sites. It is a foolish situation^ 

There is no legit Jniaie ivasmi why Newnutrket 
should not have a ruad .-iign. A town is being advertised, 
not a bar of stnip. Such a sign is an essential public ser- 
vice.

If all 
doosa*t go well then somebody else must bear the brunt 
of his irresponsibilities, '. .. ' 

Such a situation is not fair to thousands of car 
owners who take their responsibilities seriously. . A 
car can be a mighty dangerous instrument. In the 
hands of those. who take no tliought for othei^s it can 
prove a mighty expensive business when accidents, 
occur and there is no insurance to cover them. 

It is plain common sense that no one should be 
permitted to drive a car who doesn't carry insurance. 
If they cannot afford insurance then they cannot afford 
a car. In the case we are speaking of the car owner 
could get no satisfaction from the ti^ck driver. So 
the car owner was advised to issue a writ to get redress 
and tiie case has still to be heard.

On Trip To Musselman's Laite; 

One day last week, at the invitation of a friend, 

we drove to Musselman's lake and enjoyed very much -. 

the tour through the variegated comiti^sidc leading 
thereto. Wo have no special liking for motoring, espe- 
cially for fast motoring, - ^ 
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But the day of which wc 
write we shall remember for 
the simple pleasure it provided; 
the countryside, : the. sunliaht 
glinling on sloe k(^ grain, cattle 
grazini; in lush verdure, fine 
homesteads here and Ihcre, and 
barns that betokened the mim- 
bor one iiiduitry of Canada: " 
There is a groat deal . to see 
in the countryside for those who 
have eyes lo sec witht and al- 
ways providing that one is seat- 
ed in. a car which bt being driv- 
en at a speed whii^li enahles iho 
would'fae ^ightscLT to witness 
nature^ elaborate panorama^ 

There w-rs one Httle pastoral 
scene which caught our eye, ro- 
mlndiitg us of a dr,iwlng by Con< 
stable, the English artist who 
really loved such quiet rural 
scenes. The scone was of cattle 
standing under the shndc of a 
tree, with rolling woodland and 
clumps of biisikVvoDd for a back- 
ground. Whether such a simple 
situation would have arrested 
the eye of a present-day Cana- 
dian artist is problematical. 

Tho vogue in present-day art 
appears mainly to be concerned 
with daubs of color thrown 
at a canvass, le;iving the specta- 
tor to guess whether the result 
is meant to be a camel in re- 
pose, a fish that suggests a for- 
mer member of a town council, 
or Kipling's female, a "rag and 
a bone and a hank of hair," 
There is no knowing what the 
modern artist is alter, once he is 
let loose with a bnu^h and a pot 
of paint.
